Ever Dropped 
On U.S. Soil 
Observers' Necks 
Twisted at 10 
Miles; Singe Faces 


ATOM BOMB SITE, Nev. 


—(AP)—One of the most 
spectacular atomic bombs 
ever detonated jolted observ- 
ers 10 miles distant today and 
gave .1,500 troops an experi- 
ence they will never forget. 


It probably was the largest bomb 


ever dropped on continental United 
States soil. The smoke blotted out 
the troops who were within four 
miles of ground zero. 
. 


High Level Drop 


The bomb burst 42 seconds after 


release from an air force plane 
flying at 30,000 feet in . a typical 
high level drop. 


Despite brilliant sunshine, the 


flash was visible 75 miles away in 
Las Vegas. -Seven minutes later, 
the southern Nevada gambling cap- 
ital rumbled with the concussion. 


The shock twisted this observer's 


neck one minute after the flash. 
The fireball lasted .somewhere 
from four to 10 seconds. 


TJie bomb formed a big mush- 


room before the concussion hit 
ground zero and raised the familiar 
dirty dust column. 


Colon Change 


The mushroom went through a 


series of colors, rust, yellow, violet, 
arid then turned snow white. 
Fi- 


nally, above 35,000 feet an ice cap 
formed and separated from the 
main ball-shaped cloud. 


Trucks moved in almost imme- 


diately to pick up the troops before 
the radioactive dust could hit them; 
Several .secondary fires started, 
veteran observers said. 
These 


were indicated by darker smoke 
appearing through the dust base 
2>/£ miles wide. 


Smoke rockets were used to 


measure the intensity of the blast, 
but they added little to the spec- 
tacle. 


The bomb itself was show enough 


for anyone. 


Thirteen minutes later the main 


cloud was drifting toward observ- 
ers and still retained rust and yel- 
low shades, although predominant- 
ly white. 


Blots Out Peak* 


The base dust column was twist- 


ed across the sky, blotting out the 
peaks 20 miles away. It was a 
mile across. Instrumentation 
planes droned overhead, tracking 
radiation; 


Observers who were at Bikini 


were uncertain whether it exceed- 
ed the. biggest blast there in 1946. 


About IS minutes after the blast, 


the troops' air support—120 para- 
troopers—were taxied across the 
eldge.of the salt-flats to be ready 
for a takeoff. 


Their job was to jump behind 


the atomic smoke curtain but at a 
safe time after it lifted. 


Troops Jolted 


The troops got a very severe 


shock, the AEC told newsmen.

in NATO Must Be Right One 


With General Eisenhower's resignation a reality, the 


time nears for his return to this country and the appoint- 
ment of his successor. 


It seems likely at this time that the job again will go to 


an American. As things now stand between the French and 
the British, each would be reluctant to serve under leadership 
of the other. And these two countries, along with the United 
States, are the biggest in the European military set-up. 


The two Americans most frequently mentioned for the 


job at this time are Gen. Alfred Gruenther, Ike's chief of 
staff at SHAPE, and Gen. Matthew Ridgway, U. S. supreme 
commander in the Far East. 


Ike, himself, as well as certain European leaders, is un- 


derstood to favor Gruenther. He knows the job thoroughly, 
as well as the leaders of the many nations he is dealing with, 
having also served as Ike's chief of staff in World War 11.

But Gruenther has never had a field command (neither 


did Ike), and apparently that fact may weigh against him 
in considerations at the Pentagon. 


Ridgway, on the other hand, was a fighting paratroop 


commander in Europe in World War II, headed the 8th Army- 
in Korea, and now commands the UN forces in the Far East. 


However, one circumstance apart from the relative 


merits of the two men may be entering strongly into'deliber- 
ations on the final choice. 


According to official reports from Tokyo there is grow- 


ing Japanese resentment of certain of our occupation policies. 
Their objection to the privileges and power of our occupying 
troops is becoming stronger, and the Japanese are making 
little effort to conceal it 


For that reason, the United States government may very 


possibly wish to remove Ridgway from Japan as soon as is 
practicable after the peace treaty goes into effect. For he 
must represent to the Japanese the symbol of occupying 
power.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— Revolutionary developments in metal- 


working are now being financed by the U. S. air force and army ord- 
nance for aircraft and munitions manufacture. They involve the forg- 
ing and extrusion of hot and cold metals in multi-million-dollar presses 
'and punches exerting forces of up to 50,000 tons— the weight of a bat- 
tleship—concentrated on a single ingot of metal. 


Peacetime applications of these processes to civilian manufacture 


are believed to offer great possibilities for savings in materials and 
operations costs. 


The new processes were pioneered by the Germans during World 


War II. Three of the German presses were brought to the U. S. at the 
end of the war. They are now in operation at Bohn Aluminum, Adrian. 
Mich.; Alcoa at Cleveland, Ohio, and Wyman-Gordon, North Grafton 
Mass, 


Incidentally, the Russians got the biggest of the German presses— 


a 36,000 ton job. With the help of German technicians .they are undoubt- 
edly utilizing this press in their aircraft building. 


The three German presses in the U. S. have served as models for 


the design of 17 additional presses, with capacities of 15,000 to 50,000 
tons, now under construction. Plans for one 75,000-ton press have been 
dropped. 


The original estimate was that these presses would cost $210 million 


But in air force appropriation bill hearings just released, it is revealed 
that an additional $179 million will be required for dies and equipment 
making it a $389,000 million program. 


MAKES THUNDER.IET WIXG SPAR STRONGER 


To appreciate what these machines can do. a typical job for which 


one of the biggest presses is being used gives the best example. In 
the F-84 Republic Thunderjet fighter there is a wing spar 18 feet long 
It has customarily been built by a complicated job of forging, machin- 
ing and riveting which took many man-hours. 


In one of the new presses, an ingot of hot metal will be placed 


Down will come the press on the die and in one gigantic whooat, wham 
and zowie the job will be done stronger and better. 


In each jet fighter there are 10 to 30 of these forgings. Northrup 


Aircraft, in building the F-89 Scorpion, estimates that the saving from 
one of the new presses will be 200 to 300 pounds of metal, thousands 
of rivets. 1500 hours machining time and 52000 in costs per plane. On 
500 planes this means saving a million dollars. On a B-36 bomber sav- 
ings of $9000 a plane are estimated.

operation. For forging, 25,000 to 50,000 tons pressure are required and 
pieces nine feet and longer will be handled. For extrusion, or squeez- 
ing metal into form and shape, pressures are from 8000 to 25,000 tons 
and pieces up to 11 feet in length will be handled. 


One of the greatest present uses of extrusion presses is in the mak- 


ng of artillery shells. The process is used in the shaping of cold steel 
nstead of the heated ingots of aluminum and the lighter metals used 
in aircraft manufacture.

WASHINGTON —(AP)— Presi- 


dent Truman returned today from 
a weekend cruise on fotomac 
river-Chesapeake bay waters, and 
the White House cleared up West 
Virginia's most puzzling recent 
mystery. 


The story begins Sunday when 


W. K. McMorrow. a West Virginia 
state trooper, received a telephone 
call from the White Hoiibe indi 
eating that the presidential yacht, 
the USS Williamsburg would go 
through Lock 10 on the Mononga- 
hela river at 10:30 a.m. Monday. 


McMorrow was a busy man fo& 


a time, notifying state headquar- 
ters and checking back with the 
White House. He was, also more 
than a little puzzled as to how the 
Williamsburg, sailing from Wash- 
ington, could do the trick since the 
Monongahela flows via the Ohio 
and Mississippi into the Gulf of 
Mexico. Finally, around 8:30 a.m. 
Monday, ho was notified oy the 
White House to forget all about the 
matter. 


What had happened was this: 


The Williamsburg planned to go 
under the Potomac river bridge at 
Morgantown, Md. White House po- 
lice put in a telephone call to noti- 
fy authorities to guard the bridge 
during the president's passage—a 
routine precaution. The call went 
to Morgantown, W. Va., instead of 
to Morgantown, Md. 


The White House officer didn't 


realize on the first call, or when 
McMorrow called the White House 
back to recheck, that he was con- 
nected with the wrong Morgan- 
town.

Ward and others, Fox announced 
that Jarbo would come out of the 
block at 2 p. m. to appeal to his 
mates. 


Tension High 


Despite the announcement of the 


appeal, tension still gripped the 
big prison In the wake of yester- 
day's wild rioting. 


Two hundred state police and 


scores of guards patrolled the pris- 
on. Practically all the nearly 5,000 
inmates were kept locked in cell 
blocks. Four of the troopers had 
been injured up to today. 


Fears have been felt for the 


safety of the 11 hostages, some 
of whom were seized Sunday night. 
Their captors have made threats, 
but apparently have not harmed 
the guards yet.

Seven Arrested, Two Injured

into effect* to guard the warehouse, 
which is at 2511 W. 23rd st. on the 
southwest side. About 35 policemen 
and 12 police squad cars stood 
guard at the scene.

Some of the workers got 
through, but most of them were 
unable to crash the line.

Protest Brutality 


Leaders of the uprising told au- 


thorities immediately after 
the 


mutiny started at 7:20 p. m. Sun- 
day that they were protesting 
"brutality" and demanded a news- 
paper man be brought to them.

A New Disease: Cat Scratch

CLEVELAND— (AP)—A new human disease, cat 


scratch disease, was reported today to the American Col- 
lege of Physicians. 


Humans often get it after being scratched by house 
cats. The cats are perfectly healthy themselves. But 
the disease is caused by something, maybe a virus, car- 
ried on the cats' claws. 


This ailment apparently is not uncommon, said Dr. 


Worth B. Daniels of Georgetown university school of 
medicine, and Dr. Frank G. MacMurray of Washington, 
D. C They reported 60 cases in 15 states and Hawaii 
and Canada. 
• • • 


A few days after being scratched, humans get sick. 


They get a fever, which may run to 104 degrees, and 
last a few days to five weeks. 


Lymph nodes of glandular kernels in the armpits, 


necfcand groin may swell to the size of golf balls or small 
oranges. Often they break down into abscesses, with 
release of pus. The nodes may stay swollen and tender 
for seven weeks to six months. 
• . • • 


Humans feel sick, with poor appetite, weakness, 


nausea, aching, chills and headaches. Some show a small 
skin rash. 


The humans always recover, but may feel ill for six 


months. No treatment is known yet. The antibiotics 
chloromycetin- and aureomycin may help somewhat if 
given early. Sulfa drugs and streptomycin don't do any 
good.

ton, and charges for refusal to fly 
were dropped against two reserve 
officers at Randolph air force base. 


Maj. Gen. J. K. Lacy, command- 


ing general of the crew training 
air force, said charges were drop- 
ped against 1st Lt. James G. Bris- 
told, 35, pilot from Harlan, la., and 
1st Lt. Edwin L. Cox, 35, bombar- 
dier, from St. Louis, Mo. 


The charges were dropped fol- 


lowing pre-trial investigations and 
a three-hour talk between Lacy and 
Vandenberg yesterday. 


The air force chief of staff, com- 


menting on tfte balky fliers cases, 
declared, "all this business about 
air force regulars, the air national 
guard, the voluntary and involun- 
tary air reservists who have been 
recalled, has served to magnify 
some of the loathrnpss for flving . 
combat duty." 


Later he said each of four court 


martial cases pending at Randolph 
and six at Mather Air Force base, 
would be considered on individual 
merits. 


All cases, Vandenberg said, will 


go to Secretary Finletter for final 
action. 


One officer, Lt. Verne Goodwin, 


of Peabody, Mass., was sentenced 
last week to two years at hard la- 
bor for refusal to fly. 


ZURJCH, Switzerland, (AP)—Sir 


Stafford Cripps, the S o c i a l i s t 
statesman who tried to bring post- 
war Britain back with less beef, 
more sweat and higher taxes, died 
last night. 


Fear of Soviet Russia—where he 


represented Britain from 1940 to 
1942—stymied immediate success 
of the austerity program he ruled 
over after World War II. 


Cripps' economic plans were on 


the verge of victory until Russia'* 
expansionist policies caused the 
governments of Britain 
and her 


Western allies to turn much of 
their output to rearmament. 


Cripps died here after 35 years 


of chronic suffering from colitis 
contracted as. a World War I am- 
bulance driver and 18 months of 
acute illness from spondylitis, a 
progressively crippling spine in- 
flammation. He would have been 
63 next Thursday. 


His wife, Isobel, was at his bed 


side. 


Ill health forced him to quib his 


double cabinet Job—chancellor o 
the exchequer and economics min 
ister—in October, 1950.

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Dehydrated Beer Developed by \Cancer Death 
Scientists; Hm a Kick, Too 


LONDON — (AP) — A couple of 


British scientists have found a way 
to' squeeze most of the water out 
of beer, the Brewer's Society of 
Great Britain announced today. 


Experimentally, they have con- 


centrated beer. Practically, they 
hope they have found a way to 
ship to the ends of the earth all 
that's good in beer—the hops, the 
tang, the zip, the alcoholic kick 
and even the foam—without the 
water which is the bulkiest part. 


"Why 
haul water around when 


there is a lot of it everywhere?" 
the scientists asked themselves 
about eight years ago when the 
problem arose of supplying British 
soldiers in the Far East. 


So Dr. Reginald Essery, scient- 


ist in the Institute of Brewing Re- 
search near London, and R. G. 
Gane of Cambridge university, set 
to work. 


"It seems that they have hit on 


something, but research is by no 
means complete," said C. L. Shaw, 
an official of the Brewers society. 


The method, devised after long 


trials, is to freeze ordinary beer 
until about three-fourths its vol- 
ume is ice. Then the ice is re- 
moved. The alcohol doesn't freeze, 
and most of the other constiituents 


of beer are concentrated in the li- 
quid. 


Theoretically to reconstruct the 


concentrate into the real thing it 
is only necessary to add water. 


Actually, carbonic acid gas to 


provide the fizz and foam and 
small quantities of starch gum and 
a hop concentrate to impart the 
beery smell must be added for the 
"dehydrated beer" to recapture 
everything. 


The alcoholic content is about 


the same as befoie. 


The experiments were started 


towards the end of the war to meet 
the needs of large forces of sol- 
diers, but the commercial possibili- 
ties are not being neglected. 


Forest Fires Grow
